It is known that there 
is .some considerable difference in the 
opinion of townspeople as to what 
Vulcan Requires and merits in the 
matter of .station facilities and the 
improvements which the railway au¬ 
thorities eviilently intend to provide. 
With the suspension of operations 
hope prevailed that perhaps the com¬ 
pany contemplated something great¬ 
er,- hut with the return of the men to 
their work on Wedne.sday the propo¬ 
sition would appear to Ire that the ex¬ 
tension of the depot waiting room i.s 
the chief of tlie improvements. Even 
this will be a change that can Ire ap¬ 
preciated. 

Work has been commenced on the 
construction of the new coal storage 
building and loading chute, which is 
being erected at Vulcan by the C.P.R. 
The location is immediately adjoining 
the main track on the north side and 
about midway between the switches 
that run to the present coal bin. This 
will be a building of some consider¬ 
able proportions, and will be equipped 
with power maebihery and apparatus 
that will greatly facilitate the baud'- 
ling of the coal from the cars and the 
coaling of the locomotives. It is un¬ 
derstood that by some change in op¬ 
erations, Vulcan will be made a coal¬ 
ing point to a much greater extent 
than heretofore. The turning facili¬ 
ties will also be maintained and im¬ 
proved. The entire time of a man 
will be required in the operation of 
the chute. 

.Starting with the la.st wi'ek end, 
summer conditions are prevailing 
with blight sun.shine and threshing is 
generally under way on the last 
year’s crop. With a continuance of 
this, the crop will be all in within the 
next .week, and the results will not 
be disappointing; the grade and 
bushelage proving to hold up with the 
average of la.4t year. The cost of 
threshing operations during this 
.spring have been materially greater 
owing to the adverse condition.^. But 
the con.siderable advance in the price 
of grains is said to more than take 
cars of this. The present hot weath¬ 
er has taken out the bottom of the 
roads making delivery impos.sible in 
some directions, but there is slow, 
gradual receipts at the different ele¬ 
vators in the town. The seeding is 
going in fa.st and practically all far- 
mers are now at this work which will 
he soon completed under the most 
favorable soil condition.s. It i.s expect¬ 
ed th^t a large acreage of stubbling- 
in will be noticed this .spring on ac¬ 
count of general conditions, ai\d it is 
considered good business this year 
with the .soil in such favorable shape 
and the backwardness of the season.

As the fiew.spaper man looks over 
exchanges coming frofn various pai't.s 
of the country, he is impressed with 
the great use that is being made of 
advertising. Tli<‘ advert i-ing space 
useil in newspapers has greatly in 
ci‘oas*'d. 'i'ak*' th*' l>ig city <iailies 
for instance. If you took the news

Thj' fact 
that so many concerns are willing to 
put up tile money for this liig ilisplay 
shows how thoroughly standardized 
advertising has become, and how- 
much it is depended upon for result- 
by those who use it la rsisti'ntly !ind 
with judgment. Fortunes ire being 
• made every day through •idvertising 
and by this means a multitude o! 
business iiu-n are ri-ing out of smlil' 
and inferior positioi s into leader.shi! 
in the liusiness community. 


A speech recently delivered by Sir

ties tliey are dangling before the eyes 
of United States’ capitalists, in the 
hrrfip of liuilding up their cities and 
promoting increased prosperity?—

These experts say that with prop¬ 
er regulation as to cutting, refores- 
tration and protection from fire, it is 
possible for Canada to have her for¬ 
est indu.stries in perpetuity. Fire has 
always taken greater toll than the 
axe. F’ire prevention, the fore.stry 
men say, is the only salvation. For¬ 
est fire fighting methods are being 
improved. The aeroplane has been 
called into requisition to locate fires 
lit their fir.st outbreak and thus pre¬ 
vent fire spreading beyond control. 
But experience has proved to Cana¬ 
da’s cost that fire fighting is not near 
ly as simple as fire prevention. Ev-
